strength each year if it had not. bad 
@ome foundation in fact. Not only didi 
the combine rob the farmer on «he one 
hand but they conspired to roh “he 
Bri.ish consumer on the other. By 
systematically scalping. the. grades 
they deteriorated the repytation o* 
Manitoba wheat in England to such an 
extent that legislation to check them 
and preserve the high standing o* 
Western Cuanadian wheat tad io be 
provided. The Bri‘ish consumer could 
protect himself—as he did—hy paying 
a little less than the wheat turned opi, 
to be werih; as compensation fer ; he 
chances taken. But as long as the 
elevator combine and the railways 
were left alone the farmer wes com- 
pletely at their mercy and” was ; ys- 
matically and scienis‘icaliy Whipsawed. 
The evil was so great ‘that jm 2898 leg- 
islition was introduced on ihe subjeci: 
It was side tracked. Iniroduced again 
and side tracked. Introduced» agam 
and emasculated. But, finally the 
wtrain became so great tha? Jast <es- 
sion further legislation was introduec- 
ed. The combines pro‘est againsi it is 
the evidence thai ai jast the ‘inger of 
legislation has touched the sore spot. 

What is co very funny about :the pro- 
test of the combine is that they evi- 
dently do not realize that their pro- 
test is all ihat is necessary to ensure 
the fatmers lining up 2n solid front for 
the continuance, eniorcement and im- 
provement of the legislation Complain- 
ed of. Their childlike objection to in- 
terference with trade as being unfair 
to them, is humerous to ihe point of 
jathos, What im the name of sense 
was the legislation introduced for but 
to interfere with their peculiar mieth- 
ods of what they are pleased io desig- 
mate as trade, but which many piher 
peonle look upon as robbery. If the 
legislation did not interfere it had mo 
purpose. Their desire to be relieved 
from such interference is so entirely 
matural as to be ludicrous. Of course 
they want to be relieved from jnier- 
ference.. It would be strange if they 
didn’t. But it would be: just as’ 
etrange if those who represent) the 
producers and voters of Manitoba and 
the Territories withdrew the . checks 
that have been imposed for the public 
protecation and in the public interest, 
The louder the combiae mars against 
-exis'ing enactment the more 1 proves 
ibeir yalue.

Kdator 1 waste 1 matt the 
means of reaching the thousands of my 
countrymen in the United Staies work- 
ing rented farms, also the mechanics 
amd working men in the cities, wha 
while they stay and piod on ps ‘hey 
are, seldom ever get anything ahead, 
but who, ii they would take advantage 
of the wpportuniiies which are here, 
could in a iew years become able tp live 
with a degree af comfort which phould 
be within the reach of all who live by 
productive industry.

Tribune, Jan. f4.—Premier Ross 
comes out.of the bye-clections ‘with . a 
magority of four, counting ‘North: York 
vatabt. By winning all three of the re- 
cent elections he has placed himself rn 
reasonably safe position, but there are 
several little things that may dis- 
turb- his peace of mind for. some 
time ‘yet. North York is praciically 
in th® vacant column. Though Hon. 
E. J. Davis hap not yet placed his 
resigt.ation in the hands of the clerk 
of the l.ouse, he has agreed todo ea, 
and’‘in cas¢ he neglects the -for- 
matity iis opponents may do ‘it - for 
him, a dpplicate af the resignaiian 
being in Mr. Lennox’s hands, North 
Renirew i8 vacant by the ~ deaih of 
its member, and there is something 
in ithe way °of Mr. Ross ‘counting 
on ‘ining that consiltuency. Dr. 
Channonhouse is in the ficld as an 
independent ,liberal, ana as the 
party .is_,, looking everywhere for 
another man, there is more than 
an even charice that two IYberals 
wil be in the field in Bast Middlesex 
Dr. Routledge won the seai for the 
liberals in the last eleciton. The con- 
stituency has been consérvaiive for a 
generation, and should the jadges de- 
cide to open it ihe conservalives have 
a fighting chance to win it pack. There 
are still petiuons pending against An- 
drew Miscampbell in Sault Ste. Marie 
and against Hugh Clark in Centre 
Rruce, trial fixed for Jan. 27. The 
libérals have appeals in the Lennox 
and “Seuth Oxford cases. The mem- 
bers-elect were declared safe by the 
trial: judges, but the government 
has one more chance to win these. 

It is not likely that. Mr. Ross will 
meet the house with more than his 
present four ma jority. When he 
elects his Speaker he will have three 
majorit; to work on If he should 
decide to postpone the sessipa of the 
house wniil be has had the opportun- 
ity of accumulating a few, more pup- 
porters through the medium of bye- 
elections thai must follow, he siands 
to gain four constituencies. Giving 
him Centre “Brace, Sault ‘Ste. Marie, 


“‘ennox ‘and South - Oxford, which is 


the _ best possible thing that can 
happen to. him, and, grantizg that 
he*will hoid North Renfrew, North 
York. and” East Middlesex, he would 
have 56 supporters and Mr. Whitney 
42. Wf Mr. Whitney holds the four 
constituencies that arc now in the 
courts, -and wins ‘North Renfrew, 
North York and Bast Middlesex, he 
will have 49 supporters and Mr. Ross 
wiil have 49. If he holds ‘what he 
has and fails to gather in Norih 
Renirew, North York and East Mid- 
dlewex, he will have 46 supporters 
and Mr. Row will have 52. That 
would ~give a liberal ma jority of 6, 
withoone off for the speakship. 

In view of the bye-elections to be 
held before ‘the house is complete, gt 
is interestang to nove what majorities 
were previou:ly given in those consti.- 
yencies. North Renfrew gave the-late 
Mr. Munro 415, and in 1900 he was 
elected by, acclamation on the death pf 
Andrew J. White, conservative.
